SectION 8. No process or warrant or other official wnen process
paper or proceeding shall be held invalid when issued £otebe beld
or signed by the justice of the peace for the city at
large, or police justice, by reason of the addition or
omission of the words, * police ” or ““of the peace,” to
the signature of such officer, and it shall be deemed
sufficient in all courts and places and proceedings, if
said officer shall add the word * justice ” after his sig-
pature, without any prefix or the addition of any other
word.
